With castor beans seen as one 
possible substitute crop for acre- 
age that is being taken out of 
cotton, farmers of the southern 
Tulare county are advised that 
they can obtain seed from Ralph 
Gunderson, Vandalia district, who 
has had an acreage of castor beans 
under cultivation for the past 
two years. : 

Mr. Gunderson, who ‘was one of 
the first producers of castor beans 
in the county, states that plant- 
ing season runs from April 1 to 
15, or possibly until May 1 at 
the latest. He sells the seed in 
any amount for any acreage.

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For wheat and cotton, a pro- 
ducer with more than one farm 
‘will be eligible for price support 
only if the sum of his shares of 
the actual acreage of the commod- 
ity on all his farms does not ex- 
ceed the sum of his shares of the 
acreage allotments for the com- 
modity on all his farms. 


However, such a producer will 
receive price support only on the 
production from those individual 
farms where the individual farm 
acreage allotment has not been 
exceeded. Thus, if a producer’s 
total wheat allotment is exceed- 
ed, the producer will not be eli- 
gible for any wheat price support, 
even though he keeps within the 
wheat allotment on some of the 
farms in which he has an interest. 


These are the general rules 
governing producer eligibility for 
price support on 1950 crops, Mr. 
Spoor said, and farmers who have 
further questions should check 
with their PMA county office. 
Responsibility for determination 
of producer compliance rests with 
the PMA county and state com- 
mittees. 


Surplus Spuds 
In California 
Were Not Wasted 


While the situation concerning 
the potato program in the nation 
has been subject to considerable 
criticism for the past two years, 
some misleading facts have been 
circulated. 

L. D. Flory, chairman of the 
PMA County committee states that 
a report received from the PMA 
State committee shows that in the 
state of California the govern- 
ment purchased 1,323,865 hun- 
dred weight of potatoes at a cost 
of $1,946,532.00, and that bene- 
ficial use was made of all potatoes 
purchased. 

Eighty-one thousand hundred 
weight were distributed to school 
lunch and welfare outlets and the 
remainder was sold for livestock 
feed, as school lunch and welfare 
organizations could not use all the 
potatoes purchased. 

None of the potatoes purchased 
by the government in California 
were left on or in the ground to 
rot. None of them were burned, as 
stated in one magazine, nor were 
any of them used as fertilizer, 
Mr. Flory says. 


Cutworm Control 

Cutworms and grape bud beet- 
les may be controlled in vineyards 
through use of DDT, says Fired 
Jensen, Tulare County farm ad- 
visor. 

DDT dusts may be applied with 
a hand duster at the rate of 30-40 
pounds of five per cent dust; two 
pounds of 50 per cent wettable 
DDT per 100 gallons of water, 
with one-half gallon of dormant 
oil emulsion may be used at the 
rate of 150-200 gallons per acre 
or vapor-dusting may be used, 
with 5-6 gallons of 2.4 per cent 
DDT per acre. 


Castor Beans 


Castor bean variety tests con- 


| ducted in Tulare county indicates 


that castor beans will produce 
well under favorable growing con- 
ditions in the county, according 
to Farm Advisor Ralph Worrell, 
in commenting on variety tests 
conducted on the Julius Damann 
ranch west of Strathmore in 1949. 

Five different varieties were 
grown, with four reptitions of 
each test. A leaflet on growing 
castor beans is available in the 
office of the farm advisor, post- 
office building, Visalia.

Olive Fertilizer 
Needs Determined 
By Tree Growth 


Number of new shoots and size 
of leaves determines the needs of 
olive trees for fertilizer, accord- 
ing to Karl W. Opitz, Tulare 
county farm advisor. » 

Trees with short, scanty new 
growth and gemall leaves usually 
need more nitrogen; large leaves 
and heavy new growth usually 
indicate use of less nitrogen. 
Heavy pruning may give the same 
effect as heavy applications of 
nitrogen in relation to tree 
growth. 

In Tulare county experiments, 
nitrogen application does not seem 
to effect the crop the year it is 
applied. There is no conclusive 
evidence that Tulare county soils 
generally require supplemental 
fertilization with phosphorous and 
potash for olives.
